LUMBERMEN EYE GAMES 


@® Coin machine industry’s use of 
15 million board feet reported. 

CHICAGO.—Carrying a message to the 
business men of the country of the indus- 
try’s economic importance, the April issue 
of Hardwood Record, under the title ‘““Here 
Is A Real Field for Wood,’ has the fol- 
lowing item on amusement tables: 

“Whether we play the ten-ball skill 
games or not, most of us have watched 
them in operation or stopped to admire the 
novelty and attractiveness of their design 
and construction. But the real importance 
of this new industry to lumber, veneer and 
furniture manufacturers, probably has not 
ocurred to most of us. 

‘Recently the executive committee of the 
National Association of Coin-Operated Ma- 
chine Manufacturers met at the Hotel Sher- 
man, Chicago. At this meeting it was de- 
cided that the 450,000 amusement tables 
of this type sold and distributed in 1934 
and 1935 are now largely worn out or have 
lost their novelty, or are othérwise obso- 
lete, and must be scrapped and new ones 
placed ‘on location’ in their stead. 

“It is estimated that more than 15,000,- 
000 board feet of lumber, principally birch 
and maple, or mahogany and walnut ve- 
neer, will be required to manufacture the 
cabinets. Each table requires a cabinet 
about two feet wide by four feet long, and 
a foot deep, set up on four-inch square 
posts or legs four to five feet long. 

‘Few of the coin machine manufacturers 
make their own cabinets. For the most part 
they are made according to specifications by 
cabinet or furniture manufacturers. 

“It is surprising to learn the extent to 
which this phase of the amusement indus- 
try has grown. It is stated that while yet 
only five years old, factory employment sup- 
ported by it in Chicago alone is between 
10,000 and 15,000 heads of families.”’

LONG BEACH, Calif.—Vending ma- 
chine operators were warned by Lieuten- 
ant Otto Faulkner of the police depart- 
ment of amendments to the city ordinance 
permitting police to seal unlicensed ma- 
chines, including stamp vending machines. 
The changes, favored by the operators, 
were reported recently in THE REVIEW. 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah.—Operators 
were welcoming the prospective return of 
pin game play to normal with the antici- 
pated adoption of a revised city license 
ordinance brought about by a get-together 
between city officials and operators. 


CHICAGO. — Elimination of bootleg- 
ging and price cutting, and respect of ter- 
ritorial rights were problems which 
neared settlement at the quarterly meet- 
ing of the National Automatic Distribu- 
tors Association.

WICHITA, Kan.—Mere possession of 
a slot machine is not sufficient grounds 
for conviction, Judge Edward Murray 
held April 9th in discharging four de- 
fendants. In another case Judge Murray 
ordered a one-ball automatic payout ma- 
chine restored to its owner after it had 
been seized in one of the state highway 
patrol’s raids. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn.—Under the leader- 
ship of S. L. Stanley, local coin machine 


men were prepared to refute charges of 
the Memphis Ministerial Association that 
pin games ‘‘take out of the city more than 
$1,000,000 yearly.” 


TULARE, Calif.—Legality of the one- 
shot ticket game was upheld by a jury in 
Judge Fred Smith’s court April 6th in a 
case testing the validity of the city ordi- 
nance banning pin games. Arthur Renaud, 
location owner, was backed by the R. A. 
Talbert Novelty Co. of Fresno in suc- 
cessfully defending the charge. 


HONOLULU, T. H. — No campaign 
against pin games in Honolulu will be 
made by the police until a supreme court 
ruling is had, Police Chief Gabrielson an- 
nounced. 


VANCOUVER, Wash. — One-ball pay 
tables are legally recognized by the Van- 
couver city council in announcing plans 
to include this type of machine in revising 
the city ordinance to provide for an in- 
crease in license fees from $2.50 to $5 per 
month per machine for all types of equip- 
ment. 


ARDMORE, Okla.—Locations are held 
responsible for violations of Oklahoma 
statutes prohibiting operation of machines 
which pay out in cash or checks, County 
Attorney Robert W. Richards ruled in a 
letter to Sheriff Floyd Randolph. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Describing the 
occasion as the first real business of the 
organization, Melvin Mandell, temporary 
chairman of the recently organized 
Amusement Machine Operators Associa- 
tion of Washington, stressed the neces- 
sity of absolute co-operation with the 
police officials in a speech before the as- 
sociation members at a banquet at which 
approximately three-fourths of the oper- 
ators were present.

® Efforts of Association and leading coin machine men to keep games on 
proper basis recognized by favorable newspaper article. 


CLEVELAND, O.—Definite proof that the public good will program undertaken by 
Markepp, Inc., and the Automatic Merchandisers Association is producing results is evi- 
denced in an article which recently appeared in The Cleveland Press under the by-line 


of Robert B. Larkin, staff writer. 


That the operators desire a city license ordinance and also welcome regulatory measures 
to keep games away from the vicinity of schools are points brought out in the following 
story, which includes an interview with Clifford E. Hainley, president of the A.M.A. 


of Cuyahoga County: 


Great oaks et cetera—and from pennies, 
nickels and dimes has grown in Cleveland 
a new Big Business that confidently expects 
to be bigger in this summer of anticipated 
visiting thousands. 

This Big Business has been built around 
the American flair for games and gadgets. 
The trade calls itself the coin machines 
business. You may want to call them pin 
machines. mechanical games, penny catch- 
ers or whatever. 

Like all Big Business, this one has its 
finger on the public pulse. It is going re- 
spectable. It is shunning the term “slot 
machines” and the connotations of rackets 
and political shenanigans that attached to 
that term. 

You'll find, if you’re looking about you at 
all, hundreds of these game machines, 
p'ayable for a coin, combining skill and 
chance. 

The last two years have brought the 
growth to Big Business. There’s an asso- 
ciation now of machine operators, the busi- 
ness men who buy the machines for place- 
ment in stores, cafes, hotel lobbies, even 
in institutions. 

Husky, energetic Clifford E. Hainley is 
president of the Automatic Merchandisers’ 
Association of Cuyahoga County, which 
now has 32 members. You find Mr. Hain- 
leey keenly conscious of the public that 
puts pennies, nickels and dimes in the 
machines to see the horses race electric- 
ally or the marble fall into the slot that 
rings the bell. 

Mr. Hainley, speaking for the associa- 
tion, tells you he favors the proposed city 
ordinance that calls for licensing operators 
and taxing the machines. Sees in such 
licensing a method of controlling machines 
from racket extortionists who don’t stop at 
hijacking a $300 gadget. 

Mr. Hainley says he favors regulations 
that would keep the machines out of im- 
mediate school vicinities. There’s a reason 
here, too. Such regulations would tend to 
curb the reckless operator whose activities 
hurt the others. For example: 

Things were going along very nicely in 
the coin machine business in a downstate 
city recently. No trouble at all with rackets 
or with politicians. Then a bold operator 
went to the Board of Education, suggested 
putting machines in the schools. Result— 
all machines ordered out of the city. 

INCOME IS HUGE 

As in all big business, the profit angle is 
the important one. ore 

Not from Mr. Hainley, but from others, 
you learn 35 per cent on the merchandise 
is the way they figure on one of those 
crane-claw’ machines in which you're like- 
ly to snare an automatic lighter and cer 
tain to drag up a few pieces of cheap 
candy.

Profits depend, of course, on location. 
The merchant with an active row of ma- 
chines can command more percentage for 
rental of his space than the little fellow in 
the outskirts whose machine may take in 
only a few dollars a day. 

Consider the Hotel Hollenden lobby. Mr. 
Hainley tells you one claw machine there 
took in $2,700 in three months, which is 
20 times that many nickels. Gross receipts 
of $50 a week and upward are not un- 
usual in the larger machines. 

You get an idea of this business’ bigness 
when you go out to the storeroom of Mar- 
kepp Inc., at 3904 Carnegie Avenue, and 
talk with M. W. Marcus, who got into the 
game through the old peep-film machines. 
Mr. Marcus and his company are jobbers. 

His storeroom sports machines for foot- 
ball, races, baseball, machines that light, 
streamline machines and stainless steel 
ones. You can spend $400 for a machine 
or anything down to $75. Mr. Marcus tells 
you of Chicago factories taking on more 
workers and expanding plants to meet the 
demand for newer, more intricate machines. 


NEW. MODELS NEEDED 


It seems you have to catch your profit 
quickly with any machine because the 
public is more fickle than it is with its 
automobiles. New models are necessary 
every three months or so for the bigger 
cities. 

Neither Mr. Marcus nor Mr. Hainley are 
over-articulate on the element of gambling 
that might be present in their machines. 
Yes, they admit the lure of the machine is 


-much for little, plus the fun and skill of 


playing. They emphasize they do not sell 
or rent the machines for gambling and will 
not risk having their machines confiscated 
if they know the merchant is using the 
machines to gamble with merchandise 
against its tokens. They can’t, they em- 
phasize, control the individual merchant. 

The machines, they tell you, are getting 
so intricate that service men must have at 
least two months in a factory and a year 
of direct experience before they can be 
classed as real servicers. 

This big business is making work for 
electric bulb makers, stainless steel fabri- 
cators, cabinet workers, battery makers 
and marbles cutters. 

Oh, yes, there are several machines out 
at the Newburg State Hospital, donated by 
some of the operators, that are very popu- 
lar with the inmates. 


M. P. Weer, another Calif. operator, 
reads THE REVIEW regularly.

S.O.S. or S.O.L. 


OTHING gives me greater satisfaction than to 
N be able to publish a story about a favorable 

court decision. But the news reports that usu- 
ally follow such a decision are not always so rosy, 
and I cannot help but place the responsibility direct- 
ly at the door of the operators. 

In the April 25th issue of REVIEW SUPPLEMENT 
you read about the fine work of the East Bay Sales 
Association and its counsel, Attorney Wilbur Pierce, 
in winning a test case on one-ball payouts in Contra 
Costa County, Calif. What that story didn't tell you, 
you readily may guess: Within 24 hours nearly ev- 
ery location in the territory was loaded with games 
—not one or two apiece, but five or six. I hope 
for the sake of the operators and the jobbers and 
the manufacturers that overloading does not jeopar- 
dize this very favorable situation. But don't you 
agree that there is need for exercising judgment in 
determining the number of games the traffic will 
bear? 

The operators in this territory need only to look 
across an arm of San Francisco Bay into Sonoma 
County for evidence of what they can do now to 
safeguard favorable operating conditions for the 
future. The operators around Santa Rosa have gone 
to their county officials and assured them that they 
will limit the number of games per location to two 
or three. It would have been better all around if 
this stand had been taken earlier and voluntarily 
on the part of the Sonoma County operators. But 
now is the time for the East Bay operators to act— 
not after they see a storm warning go up. 

Probably local situations such as these are solely 
the business of the local operators. Maybe ‘so. 
Why, then, do these operators send out an S.O.S. if 
a rosy horizon starts to turn grey? 

THE REVIEW exists only for two purposes—to 
keep operators informed and entertained, and to 
help advertisers sell their products. The printing of 
favorable news exclusively would make good read- 


ing and would stimulate excellent results for our. 


advertisers for the time being, but it wouldn't set up 
beacons along the operating road of the future on 
which manufacturers must depend for their outlets 
of tomorrow. 

I may be funny that way, but if I had the choice 
between selling to the operators of one locality 500 
games today or 25 games a month over a period 
of 10 years, I'd prefer the latter. I’m just old-fash- 
ioned enough, too, to string along with the kind of 
operator who would rather play ball with his com- 
petition and keep operating profits on the right side

of the fence instead of fattening up location owners 
with an unreasonable share of the money the oper- 
ator's investment has earned. 

Somehow or other, I believe the coin machine in- 
dustry is just in its infancy. And every youngster 
must learn sooner or later that it can't eat its cake 
and have it, too. 


Staple Equipment 


RESENTATION of this Special Digger Issue of 
P= REVIEW is just one of the indications that 

bear out the prediction made on this page 
several months ago that the trend definitely is to- 
ward the operation of long-life equipment that en- 
ables the operator to enjoy profits after his original 
investment has been returned to him. 


Equipment of the electric crane type dertatnly is 
not a new development, nor is its earning power 
just now being ‘'discovered”’ by the nation’s oper- 
ators. Reason for the tremendous interest in this 
line at present is twofold: First, legat decisions in 
all parts of the country definitely have established 
the legal status of the digger-type automatic merch- 
andiser and have removed the need for hesitancy in 
undertaking an investment of this size; second, the 
player appeal of a digger never wears out as long 
as the operator knows his business in selecting and 
displaying merchandise. In other words, the earn- 
ing power of a digger is so constant that there is no 
slackening of player interest in the machine after 
it has been in operation long enough to pay for it- 


self. There is a margin for what every operator 


would like to call “velvet.” 

The trend toward higher priced and better con- 
structed equipment is best described in a few words 
of well-shaped advertising copy that caught my eye 
the other day. It was something like this: ‘$10 is 
too high for a machine that can't get the money; 
$500 is cheap for one that does.” 

If digger-type equipment is good for the operator, 
likewise it is good for the jobber and distributor, 
and for the manufacturer. Wide-awake jobbers 
these days in addition to stocking diggers also are 
laying in a supply of premium merchandise. Some 
operators buy their merchandise item for item; others 
prefer to write in: ‘Ship me your best assortment for 
diggers—the right set-up for 10 machines.” 

Most of the current emphasis on diggers is directed 
at covering individual ‘locations. Gradually the rest 
of the country will wake up and follow New York's 
example by outfitting cranelands and going into 
this business on areal scale. |

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FRUIT MACHINES, TALKING SCALES 
AND COIN MACHINES IN AUSTRALIA 


HAT is a ‘fruit’? machine? If 
you are a native of the United 
States and especially of the Pa- 


cific Coast area you might say that it is a 
machine to vend apples, oranges or what 
not. And you would be right, for the 
apple producers of Washington and Ore- 
gon have done well putting out vending 
machines for the sale of fancy apples. 

But that’s not a ‘fruit’? machine as 
“fruit” machines are known in the British 
colonies and especially Australia, for ‘fruit’ 
machines among the English colonials are 
nothing more nor less than the well known 
and undignified ‘‘slot.’”’ Naturally as one 
stops to think of ‘slots’ with their prunes, 
cherries, and oranges, one would say they 
do have fruit reels and from that comes 
the name. 


Australia, where at times ‘“‘fruit’’ ma- 
chines are allowed to run the same as in 
the United States, has a population of more 
than six million. Of this more than two 
million are in the two cities of Melbourne 
and Sydney. Each has about the same popu- 
lation. In the two cities and surrounding 
area it is estimated by those who know 
that five thousand marble games of more or 
less obsolete type are being operated. By 
the word obsolete, as designated above, this 
does not mean entirely of old age, but 
machines which are from six months to a 
year behind the times in the United States. 
Around January 1, 1936, as the New Year 
was coming in, there were many shipments 
of Junior Contacts, Times, etc., going into 
Australia, with later machines following on 
each boat. Indications are that 1936 will 
close with some of the very latest machines 
arriving in Sydney and Melbourne because 
of arrangements being made by Lou Wol- 
cher of the Advance Automatic Sales Co. 
and Jack McClelland and Henry Stuart of 
the National Amusement Co. to establish 
headquarters and carry on a general coin 
machine business there. 

Most of the marble games used in Aus- 
tralia are placed in hotels. And why not 
in bars, someone might ask. That’s easy. 
Hotels are bars and bars are hotels, for the 
bars could hardly run without a hotel con- 
nection. Bars or ‘‘pubs,”’ as they are known, 
close at 6 p.m. and they really close. Cafes 
can serve drinks until 8 p.m. Hotels can 
serve drinks to registered guests at any 
time, day or night. If you are a registered 
guest and a friend comes to see you he 
cannot have a drink—so what do you do? 
You register him in room 13 or some other 
room, fictitious or otherwise, and then he 
can have a drink as well. Though the 
bars are closed the hotels keep open all 
hours and thus are good spots for marble 
games. Marble games in most instances 
in Australia are played for gambling pur- 
poses only. In most places there is no 
payout. Because of this the operators in 
many instances equip their machines with

A. B. T. slots for use of ‘“Brownies’’— 
meaning the large sized British penny— 
two cents our money. This penny is the 
same size as the American half dollar. You 
can imagine, brother operators, rolling up 
pennies the size of half dollars, and such 
rolls they do make. Half dollars make 
fine rolls, as those who have had the pleas- 
ure must admit, but can you say the same 
thing of coppers? 


| SCALES 
Australia has scales of various kinds 
operated with coin slots, most of which are 
made in America, though the odd kind 
carry the sign, “British Made.” Watling 
scales predominate among the American 
made with Toledo scales, called Jockey 
Scales, being shown in many spots. People 
are so weight conscious in Australia that 
many of the Jockey Scales have attendants 
who give out tickets and collect the money. 
The oddest feature of all scales is the 
“Talking Scale.” Put a ‘“Brownie’ in the 
slot and it will tell you your weight in 
stones and pounds. I placed a ‘Brownie’ 
in the slot and the scale said in loud tones: 
“Your weight is twelve stone six.”” Figure 
out that one. Stones are fourteen pounds. 


MUSIC MACHINES 

Though I travelled over five hundred 
miles of country in and out of small towns 
as well as in the two big cities, I saw no 
music machines of any kind. Mr. R. Job- 
ling, of the Bell Automatic Company, with 
whom I travelled, said there were some 
old-time ones here and there and that he 
had been offered a second hand Mills Vio- 
lin for $250 and wondered if it was a 
good buy. Price seems to have little to do 
with equipment there, for everything shown 
in the way of coin machines is of the 
best they seem to know exists. Jobling 
had recently purchased two Mills five cent 
punching bags which cost him delivered 
nearly $300 each. At one resort machines 
were lined up like in an American arcade. 
There were electric machines which must 
have cost around $300 each and lifting ma- 
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chines with bars and dumbbells of a class 
one never would think of investing in in 
these United States. 


DIGGERS 


At Melbourne there were seven Exhibit 
Merchantmen of late type in operation in 
the heart of the city. Peas were used in- 
stead of candy. Instead of merchandise, 
money in bottles such as one usually buys 
filled with Petroleum Jelly or Vaseline, 
were the piece de resistance. They were 
operated with the large sized “Brownie” 
coin slots. At the amusement park in Mel- 
bourne there was a small arcade with a 
sign over the entrance, ‘““The Great Amer- 
ican Craze.’ Most of the equipment there 
was pin tables. 


CIGARETTE MACHINES 


The very mention of cigarette machines 
to a pin Ente operator in Australia makes 
him sit up and take notice. There are 
some few machines, of European design 
operated here and there, but they seem to 
be of little significance. One operator 
claimed it was because the cigarette laws 
make it necessary to stop selling cigarettes 
at 6 o'clock, the same as the liquor clos- 
ing hour, while others, like ‘‘ops’” in Amer- 
ica, felt the profit was just too small to 
make cigarette machines worth thinking 
about. 


As to this point on cigarette machines, 
perhaps they are right and perhaps they 
are wrong. One of my outfits has been 
trying for the past six months to determine 
whether or not cigarette machines pay and 
they are staying with it. In a year from 
now I will tell you more about that. Cer- 
tainly they don’t pay like “‘slots’’ but they 
do keep going. 

And just as a parting shot relative to 
Australia—if you are thinking of going 
to the promised land—or you think this is 
it, remember there is a 65 per cent duty on 
all equipment going into the country—a 
duty that must be paid—but there is a 
nice way of getting around it—and that is 
buying second hand equipment at the right 
price, for your duty is based on the buy 
price—not the new price. 


SAYS THEFT LAWFUL 


@ Pin game pilferer seeking re- 

lease from county jail. 
BRIGHAM CITY, Utah.—Claiming that 
he should not be held in jail for robbing a 
machine that is “unlawful,” 24-year-old 
George Lantz has applied to the State Board 


-- of Pardons for commutation of his sentence 


after being convicted in January of robbing 
a pin game. Operators saw an opportunity 
for a test case to prove legality of pin 
games and thus nullify Attorney General 
Joseph Chez recent ruling against the 
games. 
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WOOLLEN TABS HORSES 


@ Says new Buckley machine is 
greatest of counter venders. 


CHICAGO.—"In all my years in the 
coin machine business, never have I seen 
such an overwhelming response that greet- 
ed the Buckley Manufacturing Company’s 
announcement of their new counter odds 
changing vender, Horses.

Reynolds of Dallas as president of the 
Texas Coin-Operated Machine Association, 
succeeding Fisher Brown, marked the an- 
nual meeting of the state organization at 
the Plaza Hotel here. Other officers in- 
clude John Backman, secretary; Jimmy 
Steele of Houston, sergeant-at arms, and 
seven vice presidents: Dick Warnecke of 
San Antonio, H. J. Cloer of Fort Worth, 
Pat Newman of San Antonio, Dick Dur- 
ham of Corpus Christi, Lloyd Blackwell of 
Houston and M. A. Walker of Waco.

@ Plays for amusement, says Dallas 
newspaper contributor. 


DALLAS.—Suggestion that there is plen- 
ty of vice to absorb the attention of Dallas 
police without making a fuss over pin 
games is contained in the following forum 
contribution to The Dallas Journal: 


MARBLE BOARDS 


Sir: I have been reading with a great 
deal of interest as well as amusement the 
great fuss the city officials are making 
over the marble board business. As an 
outsider and a disinterested party, I think 
the city of Dallas is trying to curb one of 
the mildest forms of gambling, and one in 
which the city is getting more than their 
share of returns in the form of taxes. 


I have played marble boards in prac- 
tically every city in Texas simply for the 
amusement and not for the chance of win- 
ning a few nickels. Your doctors, lawyers 
and businessmen of every city do the same 
thing. If you were to ask each one of 
them why he is playing them, his answer 
would be the same thing, simply for the 
amusement he derives from it and not for 
what little he might get back as a reward 
for his lucky shot. 


To be sure, it is a form of gambling. 
Life itself is a gamble. Every time we 
cross the street, we gamble as to whether 
we will get across or not. Every thing we 
do is a gamble. Show me a successful 
businessman and I will show you a man 
that gambles. If he does not he will never 
make a success in life. Trying to curb a 
mild form of gambling is only trying to 
curb a natural instinct born in every human 
being. It is just as impossible to stop it as 
to try to stop the world from turning. 

It would seem to me that there is plenty 
of vice in your city for the Chief of Police 
to direct his energies rather than trying to 
attack a device that has been licensed by 
the State, city and county. If the marble 
boards are stopped, then I suggest that 
the chief place one of his lieutenants at 
each golf course in the city and prohibit 
the players from betting. There is more 
money bet and lost on the golf courses of 
America every Sunday morning than ever 
was lost on a marble board in a year. 
Why do they do it? Because it is an in- 
stinct that has been with the human race 
since Adam and Eve. 

As for one, let us have our marble 


boards. It’s one of the cleanest forms of 
amusement and in the mildest form of 
gambling.

VANCOUVER, Wash.—With the city 
having provided for licensing all types of 
pin games, they will also be permitted to 
run in all parts of Clark County, according 
to Prosecutor Eugene C. Cushing.

Mr. Blatt to witness: You also notice 
there is a compartment in front of the 
machine containing candy which you can 
receive with each play? 

A. Yes. 

Mr. Blatt: That's all. 

Mr. Quinn: Did you receive candy with 
each play?

Mr. Davis: There is a button attached? 


Mr. Blatt: Did you press it? 


A. No. 

Court: Is this an amusement center ? 
A. Yes. 

Court: He has a license? 

A. Yes. 


Court: Covering how many machines? 

A. Sixty dollar license that covers the 
whole place. Now, I believe he has to 
have each machine licensed. 

Mr. Quinn: Any instructions on the ma- 
chine that by pressing the lever on the side 
you get candy or something else. 

A. I didn’t notice. 

Mr. Blatt: You did not notice? 

A. No. 

Mr. Quinn: Did you ask the defendant 
if you receive anything for your play? 

A. I told him I didn’t receive anything 
—no candy or any prize. 

Mr. Quinn: What did he say? 

A. I can not recall, now, what he said. 

Mr. Davis: You do know, if you press 
that button you can get candy. 

A. I know it now. 

Mr. Davis: You examined the machine? 

A. ‘Yes. 
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Mr. Quinn: Did you know it at that 
time ? 

A. No. 

Mr. Quinn: That’s all. 

Mr. Davis: I move to dismiss the com- 
plaint on the ground the People have 
failed to make out a prima facie case. 

Court: A slot machine, as I understand 
it, is a mechanical device, that after you 
insert a coin, you have no control over it— 
you do not know what the result is going 
to be. Here you keep control. 

Mr. Davis: Yes. 

Court: The element of chance is dimin- 
ished as the skill increases. 

Mr. Davis: Yes. 

Court: Having played this machine in 
the Jamaica Court at the request of the 
District Attorney and the defendant's Coun- 
sel, I dismissed that complaint as I do in 
this case. I dismiss this complaint and 
discharge the defendant.

OFFICIAL COURT STENOGRAPHER 


Decision Classifies Pin Games From Other Devices 


The following favorable court decision 
on pin games was given at Lake Charles, 
La., a short time ago and is reprinted below 
because it distinguishes pin games from 
other coin-operated devices. 

In this case the court had to pass on the 
question of whether or not pinball games 
are slot machines, inasmuch as the latter 
are barred in Louisiana by state statutes. 

COURT OPINION : 

Fourteenth District Court, V. Nos. 
18,024, 18,025 and 18,026: The questions 
for the court to determine are whether mar- 
ble tables, the operation of which is defined 
in plaintiffs’ amended and supplemental 
petitions and which have been further de- 
scribed in the oral testimony, are mechani- 
cal devices prohibited by the state law, 
whether the owners and operators of such 
devices are violating the law and whether 


_ the marble tables may be confiscated and 


destroyed as provided by the state law. 

Act No. 57 of 1898, as amended by Act 
No. 107 of 1908, reads as follows: 

“Whoever shall gamble with, use or play 
a ‘slot machine’ or similar mechanical de- 
vice for money or the representative of 
money or checks or any prize or anything 
whatever of value shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, etc.” 

Eliminating that part of the statute which 
does not apply, the same would read: 
“Whoever shall . . . play a ‘slot machine’ 
or similar mechanical device for money... 
or any prize .... shall be. . .-guilty.....”” 

It is admitted that prizes are given for a 
high score on many of the marble tables 
described in plaintiffs’ petitions, therefore 
anyone playing the marble tables, if they 
are “similar mechanical devices’ to a “‘slot 
machine,” is guilty of a misdemeanor under 
the statute. It is therefore necessary for the 


court to determine whether, under the stat- 
ute, a marble table is a “similar mechanical 
device’’ to a “‘slot machine.” 

Act No. 57 of 1898 prohibits gambling 
with “slot machines’ for money prizes. 
However, the act fails to define a ‘‘slot ma- 
chine.” Act 107 of 1908 amends Act 57 of 
1898 and broadens that act, also without 
defining ‘“‘slot machines,’ and includes with- 
in the operation of the act “similar mechan- 
ical devices’’ without defining the same. 
Turning to Corpus Juris, we find “‘slot 
machines’’ defined as follows: 

“This term has reference to that numer- 
ous class of catch-penny contrivances of 
more or less real use or amusement where 
by depositing a penny or other small coin 
one may secure the identical object adver- 
tised; the vending machine or the like hav- 
ing a slot into which a coin may be dropped 
to cause the delivery of merchandise or to 
permit the use of a telephone or for some 
like purpose.” : 

Webster's International Dictionary de- 
fines “slot machine’ as ‘‘a machine the op- 
eration of which is started by dropping a 
coin into a slot, as for delivering small 
articles of merchandise, showing one’s 
weight, etc.” : 

From these definitions any machine the 
operation of which is started by the inser- 
tion of a coin in a slot would clearly be 
classed as a “‘slot machine.” Among those 
mechanical contrivances the use of which 
would be prohibited if we accept the above 
definitions are pay telephones, stamp vend- 
ing machines, coin gas meters, etc., for 
clearly, if the above definitions are accepted, 
under the statute the use of a “slot ma- 
chine’”’ for anything whatever of value is 
prohibited. 

It is clear that the Legislature of the 


state in enacting Act No. 57 of 1898 and 
Act. No. 107 of 1908 intended to prohibit 
the use of a “‘slot machine’ as a gambling 
device, and the “slot machine’’ which it 
intended to prohibit was a mechanical de- 
vice consisting of wheels, springs and levers 
which was first unlocked by the insertion of 
a coin in a slot and started in motion by a 
lever or plunger, over which machine the 
player had no control except to start the 
same in motion. In other words, the ‘“‘slot 
machine’ which the Legislature intended to 
prohibit, in the opinion of this court, was 
the machine in which the player gambled 
his coin against the possibility of recover- 
ing a greater amount of coin. The machine 
prohibited by this act was one in which the 
element of skill of the player did not enter. 
The winning or recovering of an additional 
amount of money by the player depended 
solely upon the mechanical alignment of 
certain portions of the machine, the align- 
ment of which was beyond the control of 
the player. The “similar mechanical de- 
vices’ covered by the statute, then, in the 
opinion of this court, would include those 
machines the operation of which is set in 
motion by the insertion of a coin in a slot 
and in which the ultimate result obtained is 
determined purely by chance or by unknown 
mechanical means. 

The Supreme Court has held, in the case 


of Tonahill vs. Maloney, 156 La. 753, 10 


So. 130, that a nickel slot machine was a 
gambling device under the terms of Act 107 
of 1908, where the player knew the reward 
he would receive each time he played the 
machine. However, the case turned on the 
element of gambling involved in the reward 
to be given for the next play and the ma- 
chine used was similar to a “‘slot machine” 
as described above. 
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It will be further noted, by implication 
at least, that the Supreme Court of Louisi- 
ana in the Tonahill case recognizes, as do 
the courts of other jurisdictions, the fact 
that all “slot machines’ are not ‘gambling 
devices” and, further, that under Act 107 
of 1908, unless a ‘‘slot machine’ is a ‘“‘gam- 
bling device,” its operation is not prohibited 
by law. The generally accepted view is 
that: 

“Where one who plays a ‘slot machine’ 
stands to win or lose money, trade or checks 
by hazard or chance, the machine is a ‘gam- 
bling device.’’’ (27 C. J. 989.) 

The machines with which we are dealing 
consist generally of an inclined plane, on 
which are located holes, numbered or val- 
ued according to their location on the 
plane, which holes or traps are sufficiently 
large to hold one or more marbles. Steel 
pins or spikes are placed upright at regular 
intervals on the inclined plane and the mar- 
bles must necessarily strike or come in con- 
tact with the pins while rolling from the 
top to the bottom of the inclined plane. 
The marbles are propelled on to the in- 
clined plane with a plunger, controlled by 
a spring and operated by the player, the 
ultimate destination of the marble depend- 
ing solely upon the force with which it is 
propelled on to the inclined plane. The 
steel pins or pegs are fixed and the springs, 
including the one on the plunger, have a 
fixed tension. The entire apparatus is in- 
closed in a cabinet having a glass top. 


There are some of the machines in which 
the course of the marble may be altered by 
a mechanical contrivance over which the 
player has no control, which machines are, 
in the opinion of the court, different from 
the above described and which will be dis- 
cussed later in this opinion. 


All of the machines, or practically all of 
those involved in the present suit, provide 
for the payment of prizes upon the player 
making a certain score; that is, upon the 
player placing the marbles in the proper 
traps or holes. As stated below, the pins 
in the inclined plane are fixed and the ten- 
sion of the springs is also fixed. Three 
balls started from an identical point down 
the inclined plane at the same rate of speed 
would arrive at the same destination. The 
balls are propelled on to the inclined plane 
by the plunger, operated by the player, and 
the point at which the ball starts down the 
inclined plane is determined by the skill of 
the operator. In other words, one sufh- 
ciently skilled can, with a great degree of 
accuracy, determine the ultimate stopping 
place or the marble which he propels on to 
ihe inclined plane. 


One does not gamble by inserting a coin 
in the slot. It costs.the player no more to 
win or make a high score than it does to 
make a low score. For the nickel which he 
spends the player is given an opportunity to 
propel or shoot a cectain number of balls 
on to the inclined plane. The player knows 
in every instance exactly what he will re- 
ceive tor his nickel. The only question is 
whether he is able, by his skill, to win a 
prize. - 

The courts have repeatedly held that a 
billiard table is not a gambling device and 
that the game of billiards is a game of skill. 
There is a great similarity between the 
game ot billiards and the game played on 
the marble machine. In the game of bil- 
liacds the ball is stcoked with a cue; on the 
marble table it is stroked with a plunger. 
In the biiliard game the cue ball or ball 
shot is caromed off other balls or the resil- 
ient cushions on the table. In the marble 
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table the ball or marble is catomed off the 
springs in the machine or the fixed steel 
pegs. A novice could, no doubt, furnish 
better competition to an expert on the mar- 
ble table than could a novice on the billiard 
table. 

The court is of the opinion that it would 
not be unlawful to post prizes for high 
consecutive runs on a billiard table, just as 
it is of the opinion that it is not unlawful 
to post prizes for high scores in shooting 
gallries or for the winners of foot races. 
All of these games would come under the 
head of games of skill, and the ultimate 
result would depend upon the skill of the 
participant in the game. 

In view of the opinion already expressed, 
that the Legislature did not intend to make 
unlawful the use of any device where a 
coin is inserted in a slot as a matter of con- 
venience, we are of the opinion that the 
marble game, which does not require an 
attendant to operate and which permits the 
insertion of a coin in a slot as a matter of 
convenience, is not a device similar to a 
“slot machine,” is not a gambling device 
and consequently is not covered by Act No. 
107 of 1908 whether prizes are given or 
not. 


Up to this point we have been discussing 
and dealing entirely with the table that had 
no mechanical device to accelerate, retard 
or direct the ball after it was shot by the 
player except the fixed springs and the fixed 
pegs. There are a number of those tables 
described in plaintiffs’ petitions that do not 
fall under this classification. They contain 
mechanical and electrical contrivances which 
if contacted by the ball after it has been 
shot on to the plane cause the course of the 
ball to be left solely to chance or luck. 
The so-called “kicker tables’ fall under this 
class, as do several others mentioned in the 
testimony. 


It is true that a skillful player might be 
able to keep the ball out of those devices 
or shoot it into them, according to his own 
desire, but after they are in the device their 
ultimate destination is not determined by 
the skill of the player and they are there- 
fore games of chance. 


‘A game of chance does not cease to be 
such game because it calls for the exercise 
Of silt” = 427-6; :J.-969:) 

To play on this machine for a _ prize 
amounts, in the opinion of this court, to 
gambling. In the opinion of the court, 
these tables are gambling devices which are 
covered by Act No. 107 of 1908, and the 
city of Lake Charles, through its officers, 
would have the right to prevent their oper- 
ation by the enforcement of the criminal 
statutes. 

In the opinion of the court, marble ta- 
bles, whether mechanically operated or not, 
are not ‘slot machines’ as contemplated by 
Act 107 0: 1908 and therefore are not sub- 

ject to seizure and _ destruction.

MEMORANDUM OF DECISION 

This prosecution is brought under section 
1168-B, General Statutes, January session, 
1931 and 1933. This statute provides as 
follows: | 

Billiard tables and slot machines. Any 
person who shall keep a billiard table which 
is used for the purpose of gaming, or a slot 
machine which is used for or designed for 
the purpose of a lottery or gaming, or 
which is used or designed to discharge with 
or without merchandise any tokens that may 
be used for further operation of a slot ma- 
chine or for exchange, or which is used or 
designed to display any symbol entitling 
any person by reason of such display to re- 
ceive merchandise or money, shall be fined 
not more than five hundred dollars or im- 
prisoned not more than one year, or both. 

It is the claim of the defendant that the 
machine is not a gambling machine nor is 
the machine used for the purpose of gam- 
ing. The distinction between games of 
chance and those of skill arises from the 
fact that a game of chance is determined 
entirely or in part by luck and in which 
judgment, practice, skill or adroitness have 
honestly no office. If judgment, practice, 
skill or adroitness are the determining fac- 
tor, then it is not gaming but is a question 
of skill and ability. 

The machine in question can be operated 
after the insertion of a five-cent piece. The 
operation consists in so adjusting the claw 
as to attach itself to one of the prizes. It 
is therefore, a question of ability of the 
player to take into consideration all of the 
circumstances. 


It is my opinion that this is not a gam- 
bling machine nor is it intended to be used 
for gaming and that it is a machine where 
skill and experience is the determining fac- 
tor. 

There is no violation of the statute and 
I find the defendant not guilty.

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Game Designer Proves Pinball Liberal 


® Doug Wiser explains industry's policy of 80 per cent payout as primary 
feature of coin-operated amusement tables for Dallas daily. 


DALLAS, Tex.—Douglas R. Wiser, well 
known Pacific Coast pin game designer and 
technician, who was here during the past 
month enroute from Chicago, gave a thor- 
ough presentation of the payout problem 
as it affects the public and the operator in 
an interesting article published in the 
Dallas News. 


The public gets entertainment value in 
the most liberal degree from pin games, to 
the extent that a player can enjoy 88 games 
for an amusement investment of $1, Wiser 
pointed out in the following dissertation: 
To The News: 


As a designer and technician for the 
coin machine industry, I want to point out 
a correction to your editorial of March 27, 
entitled “‘Those Marble Machines.” 


The object of said editorial was to point 
out that the public were suckers to play 
marble machines as they “had no chance.” 
You based this claim on a news story 
sent from St. Louis to the effect that during 
a test investigation there it was found that 
only one out of every four nickels put into 


slot machines (not marble machines, mind: 


you) were returned to the player. You also 
stated that this was generally accepted as 
fact, or rather that a person who played 
a marble machine was a “sucker and had 
no chance.” However, you implied that the 
reason the player had no chance was be- 
cause he only received back one nickel 
for every four he put in. 


If the above were actually the case how 
long do you think the public would play 
marble machines? Precisely about one 
week, and after that if the “operator was 
still foolish enough to continue on the 20 
per cent basis, he would barely make ex- 
penses. The public may be suckers but 
they are not such big suckers that they

will’ continue to play for 20 per cent 
money. 

Marble machines and most of the other 
devices such as slot machines are origin- 
ally designed to return to the player in 
excess of 80 per cent of the amount he puts 
into the machine. 

It is an accepted principle that in de- 
signing a one-ball pay-out machine (which 
is today the most popular) 80 per cent of 
the amount played into the machine will 
be returned to the player even if he shoots 
blindfolded. By the use of skill (and there 
is some), a good player can considerably 
increase his percentage of winnings. Some 
players are able to break even; others can 
even come out ahead. Any changes in the 
design or construction of the playfield is 
discernible to the average player and he 
can readily see if his chances to win have 
been increased or decreased. On the 80 
per cent basis let us calculate how many 
plays a player might receive for a dollar 
invested:

After all, the purpose of the 
games is to provide amusement and it 
woul be foolish indeed ts operate them so 
taat the player aiways comes out aheaa. 
What do ycu think would happen to the 
taeaize business if the patrons were re- 
funded part or ali of their money when 
they came cut of the performance? Or

racing? What about the State’s share? Is 
it not so that a person is just as much of 
a sucker to play the races, or to attend a 
theatre performance, or any other amuse- 
ment, which rather than entertaining or 
amusing bores? 


I will admit, as will many another in 
the coin machine business, that there are 
those in the industry who abuse the privi- 
leges of operation. But if you will under- 
take to perform the above $1 playing test 
(several times to get an average, as the 
odds are sometimes 30 to 1 on some 
games) on one of the machines of any 
one of dozens of legitimate and ethical 
Dallas and Fort Worth operators, and fail 
to arrive at approximately the results I 
have outlined, then I will admit that you 
are right and I am wrong and the ma- 
chines should be abolished. 


Your estimate that the “take” on marble 
machines is $200,000 per month, I believe, 
is a grossly exaggerated figure. You stat- 
ed in a recent news article that the ap- 
proximate average daily “take” per ma- 
chine was $6. This is also an exaggera- 
tion. There are few locations either in 
Fort Worth or in Dallas where a machine 
will take in $21 per week for the operator. 
If this were true it might be possible for 
the take to run $200,000 per week. More 
nearly correct would be the statement 
that the average operator take per machine 
per week is $7.50. When you consider 
that out of this amount it is necessary to 
buy the machines, service them, pay li- 
censes, taxes, maintain offices, it is a won- 
der indeed that the operators stay in busi- 
ness. On the other hand, the location- 
owner, or proprietor, receives a flat 50 
per cent of the receipts with no expendi- 
ture whatever. 


I hope that the above explanations will 
enable you to hereafter differentiate be- 
tween the slot machine and marble game 
and also aid you in reporting the news of 
the industry in accordance with the creed 
of news-writing: facts.

HONOLULU, T. H.—There will be no 
campaign by police against pin games until 
a ruling is made by the supreme court, it 
was announced here by Police Chief Gab- 
rielson.

WIN PAYOUT TEST 


© Walnut Creek jury acquits in 
important one-ball case. 


WALNUT CREEK, Calif—It took a jury 
in Justice of the Peace Clifford Thompson’s 
court just two hours to return a verdict of 
not guilty in a far-reaching and long-post- 
poned test case April 8th involving a one- 
ball automatic payout table. 

Ward Schuyler, lunch room proprietor 
and defendant in the action, which was the 
first prosecution in the county, was repre- 
sented by Attorney Wilbur Pierce of Oak- 
land, counsel for the East Bay Sales Asso- 
ciation. As a result of the victory for pin 
game operators, Deputy District Attorney 
Rex Goyer indicated a second charge against 
Schuyler would be dropped. 

The test case, believed to be the first in 
California testing the legality of applica- 
tion of the state’s slot machine law to pin 
games, was regarded as one of wide signifi- 
cance because officials of several other coun- 
ties had announced they would base their 
actions on the outcome of the Walnut 
Creek case. 

Immediately reports to THE REVIEW indi- 
cated the effect of the ruling. From Pitts- 
burg, Calif., Sheriff John A. Miller stated 
the case determined the legality of pin 
games. 

In San Mateo County it was reported that 
“pin ball games are legal in San Mateo 


County as elsewhere in California if the | 


decision of a Martinez jury challenging 
constitutionality of state laws barring the 
amusement devices is generally accepted .. . 
District Attorney Gilbert D. Ferrell said 
he would follow the decision in preparing 
a ruling for the guidance of police chiefs 
and the sheriff, who were in a quandary as 
to legality of the games.” 

Fred E. Clark and Wickes Glass, presi- 
dent and vice-president respectively of the 
East Bay Sales Association, appeared as 
witnesses for the defense along with Clin- 
ton Meltman, Tony Capers, Alfred Wolf 
and Traffic Officers Richard Trembath, Vic- 
tor Kehlor and T. E. Kitchen.

@ Passage of Esquirol law amend- 
ment is anticipated. 


ALBANY, N. Y.—News emanating from 
here of the anticipated passage of a clari- 
fying amendment to the Esquirol-Robinson 
anti-slot machine bill defining the legal 
status of pin games, reported exclusively in 
last month’s Review, gave New York coin- 
men a rosier outlook than they have had 
for some months. 

Latest plans called for carrying the 
amendment through the Assembly and Sen- 
ate after its introduction early this month 
by Senator Joseph A. Esquirol, joint author 
with Senator Robinson of the highly mis- 
interpreted slot machine law. The coin ma- 
chine industry's legal files include an open 
letter by Senator Esquirol stating that it 
was not the intention of the original bill to 
prohibit pin games, and this was followed 
by his tour of the state to clarify its mean- 
ing for municipal officials. 

The latest legislative developments mark- 
ed initial efforts of General O’Ryan, special 
counsel and administrative head of the New 
York coin machine men, to secure early 
legalization of pin games.

@ Operators join in fighting ad- 
verse bill in legislature. 


HALIFAX, N. S.—Agreeing to contrib- 
ute $200 each to raise funds for retaining 
legal counsel in opposing Bill No. 79 now 
before the Nova Scotia Legislature, oper- 
ators met here April 3rd and organized the 
Nova Scotia Skill and Amusement Coin- 
Operated Machines Association. 

J. A. Caouette of Amherst was elected 
president; F. P. Hanlon, 1st vice-pres.; S. 
Mintz, 2nd vice-pres.; B. H. Strang, sec.- 
treas.: Miss S. Goodwyn, asst. sec., and 
F. R. Bibber, F. J. Elliott and L. Bickerton, 
executive committee. Officiais will serve 
for one year. 

Other operators present included Abbey 
Burke, J. Goldie and A. Paros, while F. H. 
Durston and W. J. Walsh of Halifax sent 
notice they wished to join. 

Attorneys Hickey, Russell and. Lovett 
were retained as counsel to represent the 
association before the legislature in oppos- 
ing passage of the drastic biil, which pro- 
vides for elimination of pruperty rights 
concerning slot machines, enables any peace 
officer to enter and search any premises for 
a slot machine without a warrant and de- 
fines a slot machine as follows: 

“An automatically or mechanically, or 
automatically and mechanicaliy, operated 
machine, contrivance or device which, upon 
or subsequently to the insertion therein or 
in a slot or receptacle thereof of any money, 
coin, disc, counter, token, siug or other 
substance and upon or without the opera- 
tion of any handle, lever, plunger or other 
attachment thereof delivers or returns or 
purports to deliver or return to any person 
depositing therein any money, coin, disc, 
counter, token, slug or other substance, 
either with or without any article of mer- 
chandise or any goods, any money, pre- 
mium, prize, token, reward, counter, coin, 
disc, slug or anything which 1s intended to 
be or capable of being exchanged for money 
or money's worth, or which may be re- 
played or re-inserted in any such machine, 
contrivance or device to again set it in 
operation.”

Cigarette Machine Business Going Strong 


® Growth of vending field continues to keep pace with increased consumption 
cf cigarettes: unlimited future is foreseen. 


NEW YORK.—Increasing use and popu- 
larity of cigarette vending machines in di- 
rect proportion to increased consumption of 
this commodity and freedom of the oper- 
ator from the necessity of creating a demand 
for his wares are pointed ont in the current 


issue of Stewart-McGuire News as follows: 


THE CIGARETTE MACHINE BUSINESS 
MUST CONTINUE TO GROW 


The remarkable growth of the cigarette 
machine industry and the figures in con- 
nection witi its expansion can be more 
readily explained when one examines the 
growth of cigarette consumption in this 
country. The two are so closely allied 
that the growth of the former has been in 
direct ratio with the latter. That the sur- 
face has only been scratched as far as cig- 
arettes machines are concerned, can .be 
readily ascertained by examining only few 
cf the more salient figures! 


It has been reliably estimated that there 
are in this country well over one-half a 
million places selling cigarettes at retail. 
At present only a small fraction of these 
locations sell cigarettes through machines. 
Since automatic selling of cigarettes has 
proved to be far more desirable and effi- 
cient than manual selling, is it not logical 
that the number of places capitulating to 
machines will continue? 


From 1900 to 1935 the leaf tobacco used 
for cigarettes increased 2400 per cent, nor 
was this increase retarded by the fact that 
during the same period the government tax 
collections on cigarettes increased more 
than 7800 per cent. 


One of the country’s lesser cigarette 
manufacturers paid the Government over 
one hundred and forty-two million dollars 
in taxes for an eight-year period, which 
sum represented six and one-halfeits entire 
payroll fcr the same period.

HARRISBURG, Pa.—Contention of Al- 
bert Klucher that the 1907 state tax law on 
bowling alleys and billiard tables was not 
meant to include pin games, as reported in 
last month’s REVIEW, was upheld in Dau- 
phin County Court by Judge W. M. Har- 
gest in a decision exempting pin games 
from provisions of the ancient statute. 


Judge Hargest’s ruling relieves operators 
of the problem they have faced for the past 
several months since the state indicated it 
would apply the 1907 law in collecting 
from each operator $20 a year for the first 
pin game and $10 for each additional table.

HIDDEN GOLD

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ROBABLY the least understood of all 

coin-operated machine is the Digger 
type merchandise vender. Although this 
machine has been on the market for the 
past eight or nine years and has had wide- 
spread distribution, both in the United 
States and in nearly every civilized country 
of the globe, it is still not a well under- 
stood machine so far as the average oper- 
ator is concerned. 


There are several reasons why the aver- 
age operator has not entered the Digger 
business and why business men from other 
fields of endeavor have so heartily embraced 
this particular coin operated machine. 

The investment in the Digger machine 
is much greater per unit than in the ordi- 
nary type coin machine. The investment for 
dollars returned may or may not be large, 
but the investment per unit construction is 
not so large.

One machine 
that costs $275.00 that returns $50.00 per 
day is just exactly the same proposition as 
ten machines costing $27.50 each that re- 
turn $5.00 per day each. It is all a matter 
of income compared to investment. 

However, it is impossible for any oper- 
ator to make any degree of success from the 
operation of Digger type machines, unless 
he owns enough machines so that one oper- 
ator can concentrate his entire time and 
attention on the operation of this type of 
equipment. The manufacturers do not rec- 
ommend the operation of Digger equipment 
by the same operator at the same time that 
he is operating other types of machines. 

The operation of the Digger is a business 
all its own. If it is given proper thought 
and the proper personnel, it is a business 
that will last forever. If the proper atten- 
tion and skill are not devoted to the busi- 
ness, it will, naturally, fail. 

The mere fact that the manufacturer sells 
these machines on partial payment basis 
proves their confidence in the money-making 
and long-life possibilities of the machine. 
They are built to last a liftime. Cabinets 
are constructed to stand the rigors of cli- 
mate, even in the heat sweltering cities of 
far-away India. The Fiji Islands have their 
complement of Digger machines. Capetown, 
South Africa, reports good receipts. China, 
Australia and, as mentioned before, every 
civilized country of the globe has Digger 
type machines in operation. The construc- 
tions are built to stand the climates of all 
these different countries. Where a machine 
is only built to last a few months, it is not 
important that it be built to last a long 
period of time, but it is important so far 
as Diggers are concerned. « 

Many concerns have started into the mer- 
chandise business and into the importing 
business because of the lucrative outlet pre- 
sented by operation of so many thousands 
of Digger machines. These firms guarantee 
an ever-increasing and steady stream of new 
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and attractive merchandise items designed 
for use in the Digger type machines. 

In the last few months there has been 
presented other types of merchandise amuse- 
ment machines than the straight Digger type 
machine. Elsewhere in this issue are illus- 
trated the new types of machines available 
for operation. In the case of the Exhibit 
Supply Company, it might be well to note 
that the Rotary Merchandiser which they 
announce in this issue has been under con- 
struction, development and test for the past 
year and a half. Not until this time has 
this company been satisfied that the ma- 
chine is definitely ready for the market. 

The launching of the new merchandise 
amusement type machine is a very impor- 
tant step. The purchasers of this machine 
must be guaranteed a long-time income. 
The mechanism must be so constructed as to 
be capable of taking in tens of thousands of 
dollars gross play. Legal status must be 
satisfactory so that machines can be proven 
to be games of skill.

A dingy, dark 
machine with merchandise podrly arranged 
and displayed is a waste of space to the 
location and a poor investment for the 
operator. 


Appeal, as in all lines of merchandising, 
governs digger machines just as it does pin 
games. When the appeal of a pin table is 
gone, the operator quickly replaces it with 
a new machine that will recreate the busi- 
ness the old machine lost through loss of 
appeal. In the digger field it is not neces- 
sary to change the machines, but only the 
merchandise, for the merchandise is the 
most important and integral part of the 
complete equipment. 


In selecting merchandise the digger oper- 
ator should select merchandise that is flashy, 
attractive and apt to catch the eye and cre- 
ate in the public’s mind a desire to possess. 
There are hundreds of different articles 
made of antimony and silver plated that are 
available at very small cost. Also chro- 
‘ mium plated ware of an equal number of 
designs and for almost every conceivable 
usage. Bright colored goods aid in making 
an attractive display. Flashlights of many 
colors as well as other novel and useful 
articles may be easily and cheaply obtained. 
Clocks, with animated figures, serve to aid 
in attracting attention and one or more 
pieces of this type of merchandise should 
always be used in making a display. In 
addition it is well to use some standard and 
well-advertised items such as Ronson light- 
ers, Evans cases, etc. Do not overlook such 
merchandise as combination cigarette cases, 
cameras and auto mirror clocks. 


In the matter of selecting locations wher- 
ever the public congregates for the com- 
bined purpose of purchasing and social pur- 
suit generally prove good spots for diggers. 
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attractive in appearance that operators will 
not find it difficult to get into first class 
clubs, hotels and spots not ordinarily open 
to the operator of other types of coin oper- 
ated equipment. It might be well to drop 
into a prospective spot two or three differ- 
ent times a day during heavy business hours 
and determine in your own mind that here 
is a good spot for one of your machines. 
Then approach the manager with your story. 
Present it to him as a concrete and definite 
business proposition and not as a chance 
and risk. Do not brag or boast of the tre- 
mendous profits you are sure he will make. 
Instead show him some figures and facts on 
machines in like locations and suggest that 
the machine be given a few days in which 
to prove its worth of the valuable space it 
will take in his place of business. Impress 
upon him that the trial will cost him noth- 
ing, and if, after a few davs, either is dis- 
satisfied, the machine will be promptly re- 
moved. 


In installing the machine see to it that 
the wiring is neat. See that the machine is 
well braced so that it cannot be jolted and 
shaken. Many good locations have been 
ruined because the installation was poor. 
A machine that can be shaken and moved 
about will soon become an eyesore. Mer- 
chandise will cease to be attractively dis- 
played and the machine will discontinue 
being a salesman and will become a detri- 
ment to the location instead. 


As to the commission paid the location, 
it is best to establish 25 per cent as a top 
ficure. This will give the merchant a very 
liberal return for the floor space used, and 
he should be definitely told that the elec- 
tricity used by the machine will be negli- 
gible in camparison with his returns from 
the operation of the digger. 


Once you have entered a location, treat

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the location owner as your partner. Tell 
him you consider him so. Let him know 
vou are interested only in making money 
for both yourself and himself and that you 
shall watch the machine closely to see that 
your partnership will be of financial bene- 
fit to both of you. 


Visit your locations as often as possible. 
Rearrange the merchandise. Remove some 
items in favor of new and different ones. 
See that the woodwork of the machine is 
wiped off and that the glass is immaculate. 
Don’t be stingy with your merchandise. 
Remember that often a 25-cent article is 
sold for a nickel to advertise. 

By closely following the suggestions set 
forth above your operation of diggers will 
prove a profitable occupation for you. 


DIGGER OPS PETITION 


® New York Association optimistic 
over legislative outlook. 


NEW YORK.—Digger operators associa- 
tion here, known as the. American Associa- 
tion of Automatic Merchandisers, is circu- 
lating a petition wherein it is hoped that 
they may secure a tremendous number of 
signatures to help gain favorable legisla- 
tion at Albany on digger machines. 


Pin game operators also are attempting to 
have an amendment passed legalizing the 
pin machines and the use of merchandise 
for awards. 


The petition, addressed to the governor 
and the members of the senate and assem- 
bly of the state of New York, sets forth: 

1. These devices have afforded innocent 
and harmless amusement and diversion at 
little expense to hundreds of thousands of 
citizens of our city. 


2. They have aided and assisted manu- 
facturers and jobbers of cigaret lighters, 
cigaret cases, fountain pens, clocks, com- 
pacts and other novelty and specialty arti- 
cles in the sale and distribution thereof dur- 
ng the years of the depression and at a time 
when the sale of such articles would other- 
wise have been negligible. 


3. As an additional source of revenue, 
they have enabled small storekeepers, drug- 
gists and the like to receive an additional 
income or earning and to be able to pay 
rent charges which they might not other- 
wise have been able to pay. Pin game oper- 
atois also are to sign this petition, as well 
as their locations and friends. It is believed 
that at least a million signatures will be 
cbtained in a short time.

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TALBERT WINS TEST 


@ Victory in state’s first one-shot 
ticket case reported. 


TULARE, Calif.—Said to be the first test 
case in California involving the one-shot 
ticket game, the R. A. Talbert Novelty Co. 
of Fresno, owned by the well-known Dick 
Talbert, won a significant court victory here 
April 6th before a jury in Judge Fred 
Smith’s court. 


The test case, in which Arthur Renaud, 
location owner, was defendant, challenged 
the validity of the recently adopted city 
ordinance banning pin games. In returning 
a verdict of not guilty, the jury ruled that 
the ticket game is a game of skill and not 
gambling. 7 

The city council was reluctant to admit 
unconstitutionality of the new ordinance 
and announced at its meeting April 8th that 
the ban on pin games would continue. Just 
before the meeting a one-shot game was 
picked up in the city but no charges were 
filed. 


A. C. Woodward, Visalia operator, ap- 
peared before the council and declared his 
contention that the test case had settled the 
pin game matter. Before he could com- 
plete his message to the councilmen he was 
seized with an attack of nosebleed. Be- 
cause of his inability to continue, the coun- 
cil’s discussion was held over to the next 
meeting. 


REVISE ORDINANCE 


® Salt Lake City ops sit in on con- 
fab paving way for pin games. 
SALT LAKE CITY.— Prospects were 
bright here that the pin game situation 
would be cleared up soon to the mutual 
satisfaction of operators and city officials 
following the announcement that City At- 
torney Fisher Harris had completed pro- 
posed changes in the city ordinance. Mayor 
E. B. Erwin said the changes would be sub- 
mitted to the city commission, after their 
preparation at a series of conferences at 
which operators were present. 


Proposed ordinance would restrict the 
operation of amusement devices to business 
areas, no licenses would be granted in the 
vicinity of schools, and the annual fee 
would be stepped up from $19 to $20 per 
table. 

License stickers, to be placed on each 
machine, would be granted only for opera- 
tion of the machine on the premises listed, 
THE REVIEW was informed. 

Understanding between city officials and 
operators marked the satisfactory ending of 
a skirmish precipitated by a Salt Lake 
newspaper. 


EFFORTS RECOGNIZED 


@ Massachusetts keeps eye on New 
York pin game campaign. 

CLINTON, Mass.—Efforts of New York 
operators under the guidance of Gen. John 
F. O’Ryan to legalize merchandise awards 
for pin games are having a beneficial effect 
throughout the East and particularly in con- 
servative Massachusetts, a consensus of 
newspaper opinion compiled by THE ReE- 
VIEW has revealed. . 

The Clinton Item sounded the keynote 
in pointing out General O’Ryan’s ethical 
leadership and announcing that “‘manufac- 
turers have pledged co-operdtion in a drive 
against operators who do not abide by the 
regulations of General O’Ryan.”

True service 
with a smile, to all comers, to all patrons. 

Take advantage of the pulling power of 
sound. Install a good radio and phono- 
graph combination, to be supervised and 
operated by the merchandise counter attend- 
ant. At regular periods, daily, broadcast by 
loud speaker news flashes, sporting results, 
special features, etc. 

Make use, too, of window flashers or 


animated window tappers. Attract the pas- 
sersby. That’s the point, bring them in. . .

PRESIDENT LEW BUETER’S MESSAGE 


HE meeting of April 27th was well at- 
TT tenaca and all officers were present. Our 
private dining room was filled to overflow- 
ing. Those present took a spirited interest 
in the many matters before us as vending 
machine operators. Much time was spent 
on the matter of dealing with the practice 
of some manufacturers and jobbers who sell 
to locations. Also the matter of unfair 
practices of unscrupulous operators in offer- 
ing locations unreasonable and impossible 
percentages was brought up. A method of 
procedure is to be mapped out to stop this 
verminate method of doing business. 

Operators who have operated any length 
of time know the customary percentages to 
locations on nut machines is 20 per cent 
and only in some cases on a fast, clean 
location can one slide up to 25 per cent. 
This figure should be tops and anything 
higher than 25 per cent is prohibitive, for 
it is not in the cards unless you think you 
are slick enough to steal or cheat on the 
location owner on the count. If so, all I 
can say is you are a big chump and cutting 
your own throat without knowing it. 

The sensible business ethics of the W.V. 
M.O.A. is no percentage to locations over 
25 per cent and only 25 per cent in rare 
cases. The usual amount is 20 per cent on 
gross. The five per cent over-ride is only 
on fast, clean spots and then only when 
forced to raise the percentage to hold the 
spot. We find that the practice of wild 
prohibitive percentage promises to locations 
is usually done by new operators and sales- 
men for manufacturers out looking for spots 
for machines, and then in turn sell the 
route to some sucker. Or in some cases it 
is an operator who has operated a type of 
machine that dispenses no merchandise and 
they do not understand until it is too late 
that you cannot give the same percentage 
to locations on merchandise machines that 
they have been giving on non-merchandise 
machines. At any rate, Mr. Operator, 20 
per cent is the amount of usual percentage 
to a spot. 

Mr. Arthur W. Kennedy, attorney, re- 
ported on the city license matter and in- 
formed us that on Wednesday, April 29th, 
the City Council Ways and Means Com- 
mittee would hold a hearing on our case. 
He asked as many operators as possible 
to be present. 


The writer, along with a goodly num- 
ber of L. A. operators, was at this hearing 
on Wednesday. Our case was ably pre- 
sented to the Committee. If I am any 
judge of human facial expressions and their 
meanings I will say that our case was well 
received and we will win our point. How- 
ever, due to the endless red-tape of any 
large city matters of our nature seem to be 
of an unknown quantity at all times. It 
may hit a snag on any of the many routes 
it must travel. When the Committee makes 
its report to the Council and they act 
thereon, it will go to his honor, the Mayor, 
for his signature or veto. All this time it 
must pass the scrutiny of a large number 
of lobbyists who may or may not throw 
darts at it. This matter has been before 
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the city dads so darn long that it will 
soon sprout gray whiskers. At any rate, 
we're still plugging along, living in hopes, 
and we're going to stay with the fight until 
we win. 

At our April meeting we had two door 
prizes. Mr. J. B. Patterson was the win- 
ner of the Duette nut and confection ma- 
chine donated through Jack McClelland of 
the National Amusement Company, South- 
ern California distributors for the Ad-Lee 
Company of Chicago.

HOWARD S. BRYANT 
Att'y in Patent and Trade Mark Causes

1. May a manufacturer who has an op- 
tion or a contract to purchase a patent 
application have his own attorney take 
over the further prosecution of the applica- 
tion before the Patent Office? 


Ans. No; the existence of a mere option 
or agreement to purchase implies no such 
right. If the manufacturer wishes to con- 
trol the course of his purchased applica- 
tion, he should make an express provision 
therefor in the contract of purchase. 


2. If an inventor dies before applying for 
a patent, who has the right to secure pat- 
ent protection for the invention? 


Ans. The executor or administrator of 
the deceased inventor. 


3. Is it sometimes possible for a mechan- 
ical invention to be protected by both a 
mechanical and a design patent? 

Ans. Yes. 


4. What right does a manufacturer or 
employer acquire under what is known as 
a “shop right’’? 

Ans. The right to the use of inventions 
made by his employees, during employment 
hours, and with the tools and materials of 
the shop or manufactory. The “shop right” 
accords the manufacturer a non-exclusive 
right to the use of any invention made at 
the expense of the manufacturer’s time or 
of the equipment of the plant. Such a 
right extends, however, only to the use of 
the specific invention; it does not give to 
the employer or manufacturer the right to 
sue others for infringement; he has the 
right only to the use of the invention; he 
has no control over it, and cannot prevent 
competition in case the inventor sells or 
licenses to others.

@ Phonograph manufacturers to 
consider uniform program holders. 


LOS ANGELES.—Good news for music 
operators has reached here indicating that 
the campaign waged by THE REvIEW on 
behalf of phonograph operators to secure 
uniform program holders and standardized 
record title slips may soon bear fruit. 


One of the manufacturers declared that 
the matter would be considered at the next 
meeting in Chicago of the music division 
of the N.A.C.O.M.M. The shabby appear- 
ance of otherwise beautiful instruments as 
a result of scrawled and penciled title slips 
has caused the manufacturers to realize, as 
operators long ago discovered, that chang- 
ing over to a single size program holder is 
the only solution to the problem. 


Once the most practical and visible size 
is determined, it was pointed out, oper- 
ators would be relieved of the necessity of 
getting four or five sizes of slips for each 
of their various makes of machines. With 
only one size to supply, the record com- 
panies would be enabled to keep a com- 
plete stock of printed slips on hand and 
thus improve the most noticeable consumer 
feature of thousands of phonographs, lead- 
ing operators declared. 


It was believed the manufacturers through 
the N.A.C.O.M.M. would be able to reach 
an early agreement on the proper size for 
program holders, although each naturally 
preferred his own current size.

book in making the rounds of his locations are so numerous 
that it is surprising to realize that only a few years ago a 
number of operators were keeping no individual records whatever. 

In making our survey of forms used and the usual practices 
prevailing in the industry, we were amazed to note the percentage 
of individual operators that were virtually keeping their records 
“in their hats.” The larger operators, especially those employing 
agents or collectors, in most cases used some type of collection 
records for their own protection. In those days many operators 
preferred not to use any records for personal reasons. Today, how- 
ever, those reasons are being

ness-like and ethical view- 
point is noticeable with every 
branch of coin-operated ma- 
chines. 

We quickly concluded 
from our survey that there 
was a pressing need for a 
large quantity of books if 
we could produce them at a 
low, attractive price and 
make them easily available.

5. Comparative earnings 
and cost of maintenance of 
machines should be checked over so that the necessary adjustments 
can be made. Also a comparison of earnings of the same machines 
in different locations can be made. : 

6. Actual figures are available to“compare monthly business 
volume and earnings with the same month of the previous year. 

7. It is important to watch collection receipts closely. Often 
a location is unprofitable and is getting too large a proportion of 
the profits. Use the books to prove the facts in order to make a 
more equitable arrangement! 

8. The use of collection books is a real help to associations 
trying to maintain fair operating standards.

9. The general use of collection books will build confidence 
and prestige for the entire industry.
